Tho, road wlll be about 26 miles 
Jong, : Kowloon to Saikung being 
1244 miles, Saikung to.White Head 
Point 514 and White Head Point to 
Shatin, 8 miles. .

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BRITAIN'S PART. | 


Although there would appear to 
be. dome grounds for regret that 
the Disarmament Commission has, 
not,’ at its latest session in Geneva, 
achieved anything definite, the 
point cannot. be lost sight of that 
Britain has done her best to se- 
fcure some tangible result, When 
we bear in mind the” tremendous 
obligations which rest upon her in 
the defence of her widespredd 
overseas \ possessions, Britain 
might be forgiven. if she took no 
leading role in the naval disarma- 
ment question. Yet, not only has 
she, of her own initiative, with- 
out pressure of any kind, herself» 
undertaken ‘a big naval reduction 
scheme, but she has once again 
come before the League of Na- 
tions with concrete proposals for’ 
even further limitations. Those 
are hard facts which can be.quo- 
ted as proof. of sincerity, They 
contrast sharply with the policy: 
of- nations like Russia which talk 
much but do nothing towards 
naval or military. disarmament, 
Lord Cushendun again did good 
service for his country when he 
forcefully drew. attention, at the 
closing sess{on of the Commission, 
to the sacrifices which we have al- 
ready made,’ ‘As he said, It would, 
from the tactical standpoint, have 
been better if we had done no- 
thing at all, but had waited until 
the whole international situation 
had been ‘explored and then ‘an-, 
nounced a willingness to scrap 
over a thousand ships of a total 
tonnage of two millions. That 
would certainly have been_;most 
impressive. “Yet ‘in actual’ fact 
Britain has done more than that, 
of her own accord, since the Great 

War, for, as Mr, Bridgeman re- 
cently pointed out, we have since 
that time scrapped 1,500 ships of 
well over the tonnage mentioned 
by Lord Cushendun. And we are 
even now prepared to make: fur-, 
ther sacrifices, as the details of 
the: Intest proposals _&o. clearly 
show.. It is true, of course, that 
this cutting down of programmes 

would be in the nature of economy, 
and.,would represent a relief to 
the taxpayer, but that can.be gaid

Brutus, 1,200 ‘ton interfaland 
steamer, near San Ramon, .Zam- 
boanga, on June 2, 1912, has been 
charted, according to ‘the records 
of tho U.S.S.9. Pathfinder, const 
and geodetic survey vessel which 
returned to Manila Jast week after 
spending’ the past six months ‘in 
Sulu waters, 


The rock, located off San Ramon, 
as been ‘a constant soiree of 
terrdr to interisland captaing since 
the sinking of the Brutus, owing to 
the uncertainty of its position,

adopted a passage out of their way 
and the chartering of the rock will 
now make {t possible for them to 
shorten the route approximately 25 
miles, according to Captain F. 8.

It is also belfeved by the officers, 
of the Pathfinder that the hull of 
the Brutua was located. In taking 
soundings, they found a ‘small 
knob ‘' located “at the bottom,
